POLITIOS. 
AM AMERICAN ORITIC, : 

The‘alliance between Franco and Russia 
threatens to have resalts that wera nol at 
first dreamed of. Under the direction of a 
new Czir, assisted by a new counsellor, 
Russias, assisted by France, shows an 
evident intention of making her influence 
folt in international politics in » manner as 
new asitis unexpected. The war between 
China and Japan was her first opportunity, 
and she availed horself of it in 5 manner to 
make a friend of she former, which aecurea 
her frontiar on ths Amoor; and the conces- 
sion of o railroad into Manchuria. The 
exngt significance of this concession ia not 
yet cloar, but it is possible that the line 
will eventually be extemded to the porton 
tho coast of Qyrea so long coveted. Corea 
will prubably not now seriously object to 


this arrangement, the restraint exercised 
by Russia on Japan having created @ cur- 
rent of «pinion in her favour at Seoul. 

The voice uf Feanca is also potent in 
the imperial councila at Peking since her 
intervention in China’a favor. The first 
result of the now underatanding is certain 
concessions of territory in the valley of the 
Mekong, adjvining Engtand’s Burman poa- 
sessions, whence is likely to arise new com.
